the committee to raise the money 
and improve the plot, specifying 
however that they were first to ap­ 
prove the plans, and 
“Whereas, The committee then 
proceeded to raise the sum of two 
thousand seven hundred and fifty 
dollars, to make said improvements, 
and so informed the borough coun­ 
cil, and 
“Whereas, following their plans, 
asked our representative in the gen­ 
eral assembly, George D. 8heely, to 
introduce a bill in the state legisla­ 
ture, appropriating the sum of $40,- 
000 to erect a suitable monument on 
said plot, and 
“Whereas, Since that time other 
organizations have interfered with 
the plans of the committee, and 
“Whereas, The committee appear­ 
ed before the county commissioners 
and received from them the sum of 
$2000; then made a trip at their own 
expense to Harrisburg to have the

Drought Kept Roads 
In Good Shape Says 
Highways 
Secretary 


Spring 
inspection 
and 
routine 
maintenance of the state highway 
system found earth roads in un­ 
usually good condition, recent re­ 
ports to 
Secretary of 
Highways 
Samuel S. Lewis reveal. Unprece­ 
dented dry weather during the au­ 
tumn and winter seasons was ad­ 
vanced by engineers as the cause. 
Paucity of moisture was described 
in the report as highly beneficial to 
concrete and macadam roads by 
keeping frost action at a minimum. 
Absense of normal snowfall, through 
the winter, maintenance men de­ 
clare, usually is accompanied by Re­ 
vere frost 
damage to pavements, 
with heaving and buckling tenden­ 
cies. Such ctfses were rare during 
the recent winter, inspectors found, 
due to the small amount of moisture 
in the ground resulting from the 
drought. 
An unusual use of snow plows was 
reported by the Clearfield division 
of the department this spring. Nu­ 


merous falls of small rocks 
were 
noted on sections of highway pass­ 
ing through cuts. Caretakers were 
unable to keep the highway clear 
for a time and enlisted the aid of 
snow plows, which pushed the rocks 
to the roadside.

The United Brethren Association 
was organized January 19.

This church 
forms a part of the Bendersville 
mission, and is known as “Centenary 
Church " 
Their present pastor is 
Rev J. B. Reed. Jr. 
Lutheran Church — This society 
was organized at Biglerville, March 
27. 1881. with W L. Heisler as pas­ 
tor; the number of members being 
twenty-one. The cornerstone of the 
present substantial brick structure 
was dedicated May 7, 1882, Rev. Dr 
Wolf preaching the sermon.

building is provided with a steeple, 
good bell, vestibule, etc., and has a 
seating capacity for about three 
hundred people. 
Rev. Henry W. 
Sternal is the present pastor 
Reformed Church — This church 
dates back about ten or fifteen years 
when it was built on West York 
street.

The Faith Tabernacle is situated 
on Fourth Street.

Biglerville has increased in popu­ 
lation and size very much since 1817. 
a little over one hundred years ago 
It has a bus line running through it 
four times a day.

named for Governor William Bigler, 
one of the first settlers. 
Factories And Stores 
The first postmaster in Biglerville 
was S R Bream 
He was appointed 
in August, 1885. vice J. A. H Rether. 


name and that something should be 
added to it. Later they decided to 
add "Ville." 
Thus, the town has 
been called Idaville ever since. 
Flora Dale 
This is a very old settlement with 
a new name, an adoption of Foun­ 
tain Dale, in Hamiltonban Town­ 
ship. and equally appropriate. 
A 
reference to the original assessment 
of Menallen Township points out the 
names of the old settlers in this 
neighborhood. Here, in later years, 
the Smith family, now residents of 
Florida, settled and many, whose 
names have been identified with the 
progress of the country, found a 
home in the wilderness here during 
the last century, and with their chil­ 
dren converted the district into a 
veritable Flora Dale. 
In 1881 a 
post office was established, with 
Elijah Wright as postmaster. 
In 1678 his widow succeeded in 
charge. Menallen Meeting-house of j 
the Society of Friends, dates its 
foundation here to 1838, when the ' 
old church at Friends’ Grove, in the 
rear of the present Dunkard church 
of Butler Township, was abandoned. 
The old double-log Friends' Meet­ 
ing-house in 1838, was removed in 
1884. to give place to the present 
brick house. 
The log house stood 
Just in front of the present building 
just north of their new cemetery, 
opened in 1853. 
The society’s old 
cemetery, in Butler Township at 
Friends’ Orove, contains a number 
ol headstones still. 
During the Civil War there was 
an underground railroad, which ran 
through Quaker Valley. 
At one of 
the houses in Quaker Valley slaves 
were kept during the day time. 
Guernsey 
The village of Guernsey is not 
old. nor Is it new. Fifty years ago, 
the land on which the store, station, 
warehouse, clubhouse and some of 
the residences now stand was bar­ 
ren. uncultivated land, or rather, 
pasture land. (And many times did 
Mr Peters take the horses into pas­ 
ture at bars, exactly where the store 
is now located.)
